It  is  reported  here  (but  it  wants  furthe-- roTir 
mation)  that  akhougli  the  l>ench  AmbalTadoi  at 
Condantinople  has  received  the  Imperial  declarati- 
on of  war,  he  had  fo  managed  matters  as  to  fettle  a 
truce  between  thePorte  and  the  two  lmpe:ial 
Courts  till  ihecnd  of  March.  If  this  iTiould  prove 
true,  the  hopes  of  the  reftoration  of  peace  during 
the  winter  will  revive  again. 

Vienna,  Feb,  27.  Our  laft  advices  confirm  the 
intelligence,  that  after  our  affaults,  in  which  we  loft 
athoufand  men,  our  army  fubdued  the  foi t  ei's  of  ' 
New-Gradifca ;  and  that  the  v/hole  garrifon,  which 
had  bei^n  reinforced  by  troops  from  Banialaka,  weie 
cither  put  to  the  fv.'ord  or  taken  prilbncrs.  ' 

Hague,  Mirch  j  1.  We  learn  that  M.  Caillard, 
Charge  des  Af.'aivs  from  the  Court  of  France,  ha* 
demanded  from  the  States-General,  on  behalf  of 
that  Court,  the  fumof  150,000  livie-<,  being  the  e- 
ft. mated  value  of  the  Semdlante  frigate,  wluchhad 
hccnenirufted  to  thecommant'er  of  a  Dutch  fleet, 
and  was  burnt  the  2^th  of  Januaiy,  1787.

It 
is  paft  doubt  thcK;npeior  will  fliortly  put  himfcif 
at  tl-e  head  of  his  forces.'

'  C  ea'or  of  all  the  v.  orlds.  Lord  of  Heaven  and 
earth;  thou  whole  immovable  and  gloiious  throne 
obfcurcs  ihefun,  moon  and  ftars;  thou  who  luleft 
the  vail  and  raging  ocean  with  as  much  cafe  as  a 
drop  of  the  mornin-^  dew;  thou  who  by  thy  fu- 
preme  power  can  rediice  the  univerlc  to  nothing: 
We  implore  the  protcilion,  fuccour,  and  help  j  licar 
us.  pity  us,  and  giant  our  prayers;  thou  formerly 
didll  lena  thy  prophet  to  give  us  thy  holy  l;;ws  and 
commandments;  we  have  tvanfgreffed  them  ;  we 
are<inncrs,and  this  has  brought  down  thine  anger 
upon  us,  which  has  awakened  our  enemies  and  has 
caufcd  the  land  ofihc  faithful  this  moment  to  groan 
beneath  the  weight  of  their  chariots,  and  their 
neighing  horfes  to  trcmple  it  under  their  feet:  Lift 
not  thine  avenging  arm  agamfl  us;  hide  thy  face

.f  .t  Oiould  appear  to  be,  as  the  RufTTan  M  nifter ' 
ha*-"  alledped,  thatgovei  nment  have  permitted  fcve- 
ral armed  vclTcls,  navigated  by  BiitilTi  fcuinen,  to 
proceed  to  Cont^anlinople,  whilll  they  ha\  e  mani- 
^o{\c^  a  diuc eni condud  with  lefpect  10  thips  inten- 
ded for  Rufua.  i:isbutreafonab!eio  Tk,wh;u  ight; 
hehna  tocompbm?  Duiing  thelsftwar  the  fleets

You  willftation 
the  .roMps  in  the  proper  places.    I  truft  to  your 
care  the  nobles  of  my  empire,  my  foldieis,and  fub- 
jects.    Yd  .  muft  juftify  this  confidence     J  recom 
menci  you  to  the  piote:tion  of  the  Moft  High,  and 
I]j\e  inverted  you  with  unhmlted  power. 

The  vh»)le  vorlJ  •  lows  the  usurpation  the 
RuTians  have  made  in  the  Ciimea,  am  the  num- 
ber of  their  velfeiii  on  the  HIacKSea.  Whatought 
the  fcntiments  of  ihofe.  who  have  any  f[)ark  of 
our  holy  religion  left  in  then  hearts,  o  be  upon  this 
occafion?  May  the  Supreme  Beng  piowerhisgra 
ces  on  you,  my  nobles,  my  foldiers,  and  myieif ; 
m  iy  the  Ruffian^,  our  perfidious  enemy  be  extc- 
minaicd ! 

"  The  countries  polTcfTedby  myanccftors  have 
been  ufurped  by  the  R-nlians,  in  violation  of  all

ATTIUUS  was  Conful  of  Ro>ne  in  the  firfi  Pri- 
me war.  he  had  met  with  the  utmojl  Jutcejfes 
cgvnfi  the  Carthagenians ;  but  falling  into  an  am- 
hvjcride,  he  was  taken  by  the  enemy,  and  carried 
prijo'i'-r  to  Carthage,  where  after  being  detained 
fome  time,  the  peoAe  thought  it  a  fltoke  of  policy  to 
/end  him  with  Hamilcar,  their  ambajjador  to  Rome., 
upon  his  parole  of  hohor.,to  treat  about  the  exchange 
iff  captives,  and  reconcile  all  matters  to  the  literefl 
ef  Carthage;  threitning,  that,  in  cafe  he  failed,  to 
put  him  to  a  cruet  death.  i 

O  i  the  day  of  his  Arrival  in  Ms  native  country ^ 
he  dijcovered  it  was  in  a  mo/l  profpe'ous  condition, 
and  that  the  patching  up  a  peace  would  be  highly 
injurious  to  the  public  good-  Ottilia,  his  daugh- 
ter, was  overjoyed  at  the  retur  i  of  her  a  ffeHionate 
parent  and  made  no  doubt  imt  that  jhe  Jhould  Jes 
him  rejlured  to  the  arms  of  his  friends  and  fellow 
cit'zens. 

Hamilcir,  the  ambaffador^  had  formerly  vifited 
Rome.,  a  d  was  Jlruck  with  the  beauty  of  a  young 
lady,  called  Bercia,  who  felt  a  mutual  rej^arl  for 
him.  During  his  abfence,  on  account  of  the  Car- 
thagfniai  wir, /hi  h  id  been  courted  by  Pubiius.  the 
Jonef  At'.iti<  aiid  romifea  to  h  m  in  m  irriage- 
by'  her  guardians  but,  on  her  declaring  her  parti- 
aiily  to  H  mikar.,  PubHus.  tho  he  tenderly  loved 
her,  'lobiy  re/ig'ted  h's  retentions  i  i  favour  of  the 
vii:t  »/*  whom  Jhe  placed  her  future  profpecl  of  hap 
pi.ifs. 

This  difintere/led  (tSl  fo  flruck  the  ambnffador, 
thit  he  adv'.fed  Pnblhis  by  all  means  to  detain  his 
t'tber  ill  R,;ne.  as  he  wfll  knew  he  would  l)e  trent- 
uncbmiiiQu  barbarity,  if  he  yetnrned  wit/i 


hm  to  Carthage.   Jttilius,  however,  Tofjcfjed  too 

patriotic  a  Juul  to  confider  Ms  own  jafety,  where  the 
good  of  his  country  wai  concerned ;  and  abjolutely 
declared  to  his  children,  the  unjhaken  refohahn  he 
hau  formed  of  advijing  the  Romans  by  no  means  to 
treat  with  their  envmyVihut'to  pufb  on  the  war  with 
the  unnojl  vigor,  and  Juffer  him  to  depart  to  capti- 
.  vity  and  torture. 

ON  the  fenate  s  being  convened,  the  amhaffador 
and  Actilius  appeared  before  it,  when  the  former 
declared  the  offers  of  peace  made  by  his  countrymen^ 
which  j^ttiiius,  with  the  mo/l  manly  eloquence,  con- 
jured thefenators  to  reject,  and  at  the  jame.  timein- 
fijied  on  Jlritlly  keeping  hii  parole  of  honor.  His 
behaviour  affected  and  aflonijhed  all  the  audience; 
and  the  fenate,  at  length  perceiving  all  their  efforts 
to  oppoje  the  heroic  rejolution  formed  by  this  extra- 
ordinary maUfin  vain,  conjented,  with  great  reluit- 
ance,  to  his  departure.  The  people,  on  heating  the 
news  of  the  ftngular  determination  he  had  made,  took 
the  alarm,  and  crowded  in  great  numbers  round  his 
houje,  declaring  their  rej'oiulion  to  prevent  his  re- 
turning to  Carthage 

Jmilcar  found  himfelf  fo  obliged  by  Ptiblius's  re 
fignation  of  Bercia,  that  he  in  fome  refpe&s  forgot 
his  duty  to  his  country,  and  advijed  Publius  to  ref- 
cue  his  father  frum  the  Carthagenian  Officer St  in 
whoje  cujtody  he  remai.  ed.  This  advice  was  put 
into  execution,  almojl  as Joor.  as  it  was  given;  but 
^ttitius,  with  the  utmoji  indignation,  rebuked  his 
joii  for  this  proceeding,  and Junendered  himjelf  into 
the  hands  of  his  enemies ;  The  tears  and  intreaties 
of  his  daughter,  and  the  offers  his  /on  niade  to  go 
to  Carthage  in  his  room,  were  alike  unattended  to. 
He  injijied  on  AmiUar  s  imbarking  for  Africa  with 
tJie  utmojl  expedition,  and  preparations  for  that  pur- 
pose were  accordingly  made.  The  clamour  amo'.g 
the  people  ran  through  ail  quarters;  and  on  his  go- 
ing J  rom  his  houje  towards  the  pert,  they  impeded 
his  way  in  numbers,  he  made  a  Hop  near  the  Fo- 
rum, and  addrejjsd  them  in  the  mcjl  pathetic  man- 
ner; and  while  he  convinced  their  reajon  of  the  pro- 
priety of  the  Jiep  he  was  taking,  he  affeBed  their 
humanity  in  the  mojl  exquifte  degree,  fr-m  the  con- 
Jequences  which  they  knew  viujl  attend  it :  If  yott 
dcpriveme  of  my  chains,  laid  this  difl  inguifJ^ed  cha- 
racter., I  am  nothing  ;  they  are  my  honours,  riches, 
tittet ;  they  will  fbame  my  enemies  and  grace  my 
country.  1^  you  deprive  me  of  my  chains,  I  fhall 
be  wreti.  hed,  lying,  perjured  fugitive.  Farewed  my 
friends,  I  blejs  the  Guus,  who  rule  us,  that  I  leave 
you  Romans.  Ye  Powers !  O  blejs  them  with  a  li- 
beral hand;  let  fortitude  and  valor  tiruth  andjuflice^ 
for  ever  jiouriflj  and  increa  e  among  them,  and  let 
ail  natio.is  emulate  the  Roman  glory.  At  thefe  words, 
he  rejoluteiy  rufbsd  through  the  crowd,  and  follow- 
ed by  Amiicaf  and  his  officers,  imbarked  on  board 
the  Carthagenian  vej'el,  and  returned  to  Africa, 
where  neither  his  faith  nor  virtue  could  prtferve- 
him  from  the  fury  of  an  inraged  people,  who,  not- 
witlj^landing  the  reprejentations  of  Aniicar,  cruel- 
ty deprived  mm  of  his  life. 


ANECDOTES. 

A VENERABLE  Clergyman  tn  a  neighbouring 
flate,  grievei  to  fee  the  doUrine  of  v\  A\'Qxu\ 
fa'.vation  prevailing  in  his  pnrifb,  was  defirous  of 
pre  renting  its  progrefs  by  convincing  Mr  M-  -  the. 
preacher  of  the  doctrine,  that  this  Jyflem  was  un 
I'criptural  and  dangerous  to  Joj'cieiy.  For  this  pur- 
poje  he  requefled  the  company  of  Mr.  M  -an  even- 
ing, and  being  too  old  to  manage  the  argument  with 
dexterity  himjelf,  he  defired  a  young  clergyman  of 
his  acquaintance  to  attenaand  affifl  him.  The  aged 
gentleman  opened  the  converjation  of  the  evening  by 
informing  his  you  gt-r  brother  in  the  minifiry,  that 
he  had  requefled  the  company  of  Mr  M  -  and  him- 
jelf, in  order  to  have  the  dottrine  of  uiiiveifal  fal- 
\-mu)\)  fairly  dijcujj'ed  in  his  prejence,for  he  thought 
Air.  M"  -might  J'ff  cnvinced  of  his  error ;  but  he 
was  too  old  himjelf  to  manage  the  debate  —he  there- 
fore dejircd  the  young  clergyman  to  enter  upon  the 
argument  with  Mr  M-  -  '  Why  Sir,"  replied  the 
gentleman  with  his  ujual  addrcjs.  *'  Jejus  Chrifi 
jays,  he  tnat  beiieveth  fnali  be  laved,  and  he  that 
bCiieveth  not  fliall  be  damned;  but  Mr.  M-,-Jdys 
no  one  fliall  be  damned  ;  the  dijpute  therefore  is 
f^etween  J  ejus  Chrifi,  and  Mr.  M-and  1  wifh  to 
excnjed  from  an  ijiterfere-\ce." 


CERTAIN  eaflern  B.ufler  (as  the  ftory  fays) 
went  to  a  gentleman  of  rhe  law  for  the  purpofe 
of  having  a  deed  drown  After  the  lawyer  had  Per- 
fintieit'ir  buUefi- h'prjt'itei  the  deed  to  Sir  Blu- 
ffier t.  who,  after  exami^.'ng  it  faid  it  did  not  appear 
to  him  to  be  drawn  nfter  the  old  furm.

at  New-Orleans  He  brings  information  that  Sf  aiti 
is  willing 'o  cede  to  us  the  navigation  oftheMifli- 
fippi  as  foon  as  we  (Tiall  haveertablilTied  a  permaneuC 
government  to  form  a  treaty  with  thei»."

Important  Intelligence  from  Virginia  comjinunica. 
led  by  colonel  Van  Home,  to  the  Printer  hereof, 
(by  express  from  A  Icy  nndria)  for  the  gratification 

of  this  federal  community. 

RATIFICATION  of  iheNcw  Conftitution,  by  the 
Convention  of  Virginia,  on  Wcdnefday  laft,  bya 
Majority  of  10;  88  agreeing,  and  78  diflfenting 

to  its  adoption. 

W/E  the  delegates  ofthe  people  of  Virginia  dul/ 
V»  defied,  in  purluancc  ot  a  recommendation 
of  the  general  afremt)ly,  and  now  met  in  convention, 
having  fully  and  fairly  invelFigated  and  difcuffcd  th© 
proceedings  of  the  federal  convention,  and  being 
prepared  as  well  as  the  mod  mature  deliberation  will 
enable  us  to  decide  thcieon,  DO,  in  the  name  andf 
on  behalf  of  the  people  of  Virgin  a  declare  and  make 
known,that  the  powers  granted  under  the  conftituti- 
on  be  ng  derived  from  the  people  of  the  United  Stafs 
may  be  relumed  by  them  whenfcever  the  fame  (halt 
be  perverted  to  theif  miury  or  oppiefTicn,  and  that 
eveiy  power  not  granted  thereby  icmains  with  them 
and  at  their  will :  That  thgreforc  no  right  of  any  de- 
nomination, can  be  cancelled,  abridged,  reftraineJ 
or  modified  by  the  Congref^,  by  the  lenate,  or  houfe 
of  leprelentatives,  ading  in  any  capacity,  by  the  pre- 
fident,orany  department  or  officer  of  the  United 
States,  except  in  thofe  inflances  w  here  power  is  giv- 
en by  the  conflitiition  for  thofe  purpofes :  That  a 
mcng  otiiereffentialrights,  the  liberty  of  confcience 
and  of  the  preis  cannot  be  cancelled,  abridged,  re* 
ftrained  or  modified  by  any  authority  of  the  United 
States. 

With  thefe 'rriprefnons,  with  a  folemfi  appeal  to 
the  fearcher  of  all  hearts  for  the  purity  of  our  inten- 
tions, and  under  the  conviflion,  that  whatfoever 
imperfeflions  may  exift  in  the  cohftitution,  ought 
rather  to  be  examined  in  the  modepiefcribed  there- 
in, than  to  biing  the  union  into  danger  by  a  delay, 
with  a  hope  of  obtaining  amendments  previous  to 
the  ratification. 

We  the  faid  delegates,  in  the  name  and  in  behalf 
of  the  peopleof  Virginia,  do  by  thefe  prefentsafTent 
to  and  ratify  the  ccmlV.tution.  recommended  on  the 
17th  day  of  ^'eprembcr,  i787,by  the  federal  con- 
vention for  the  goveinmeni  of  the  United  States,' 
hereby  announcing  to  all  thofe  whom  it  may  con- 
cern, that  the  laid  conftitution  is  binding  upon  tho^ 
faid  people,  acc  ording  to  an  authentic  copy  hereto^ 
annexed,  in.the  words  followirg

for  previous  amendments  was  rejefted  by  a  majority 
of  eight  J  but  that  fome  days  would  be  palTed  in

By  fome  gentlemen  who  arrived  here  yejlerday,  and 
who  left  Fort  Harmar  on  the  i-jth  Injl.  we  are  in- 
formed, that  a  few  days  before  they  left  that  place, 
a  party  of  about  12  Indians,  attacked  a  j'erjeant 
and  I  2  men,  at  the  place  appointed  for  holding  the 
treaty;  three  of  the  guards  were  killed  together  with 
a  Negroe,  two  wounded,  and  two  miffing:  The  In- 
dians lojl  two  of  their  party  killed  on  the  ground^ 
and jeveral  wounded,  as  appeared  from  different  trails 
of  blood.  In  conjequence  of  the  above  tranfaUion^ 
Gen.  Harmar  has  ordered  all  the  flores  (j'c.  to  Fort 
Harmar,  at  the  mouth  of  Muskingum.
